UPPER HOUSE ELECTIONS IN WHICH POOR PERFORMANCE BY SOCIALIST

B. HUMAN RIGHTS AND U.S. FOREIGN POLICYWAS TOPIC OF 
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WISCONSIN UNIV. HISTORIAN AND FULB RICHTER STANLEY KUTLER 
INPROGRAMS WITH 200 STUDENTS AT DOSHISHA UNIV. IN KYOTO 
ABOUT ABOUT 25 PERSONS IN EUKUOKA. (OUR 6/30 HIGHLIGHTS 
MENTIONED EARLIER KUTLER PROGRAMS IN NAGASAKI AND KAGOSHIMA.) 
KUTLER DESCRIBED HISTORY OE U.S. INTEREST IN EXPANDING HUMAN 
RIGHTS AND STRONGLY SUPORTED CARTER ADMINISTRATION'S 
APPROACH. AUDIENCE QUESTIONED PAST U.S. SUPPORT OF
